« Yeats been seen by the lawyers 
who got up this act, it will lead to exten- 
sive litigation, by which they can alone can 
profit at the expense of the people, some of 
whom, belonging to Alturas township, are 
liable to heavy losses whenever the decision 
of the court is announced.—({Mountain Mes- 
senger. 

In view of the whole history of the boun 
dary line question between the counties of 
Plumas and Sierra, dne would naturally 
suppose that the latter had had enough 
and was prepared to cry quits. Not 80, 
however, as is seen from the above item. 80 
be it. Plumas county accepts the issue and 
in the outset it may not be amiss for us to 
make a few plain suggestions to the author- 
ities of Sierra county. 

In 1859 and '60, you crossed the well de- 
fined natura! boundarys dividing the two 
counties, into Sierra Valley, one of the most 
prosperous and promising sections of Plumas 
county, and commenced to sow thé seeds of 
dissatisfaction amoung that portion of ou 
citizens with the view of ultimately anncx- 
ing them to Sierra county. Finally, you 
succceded, through fraud and misrepresen- 
tation, in securing the passage of a law, in 
1968, taking from Plumas county a section 
of territory some 20 miles in length and ten 
miles in width. It was entitled ‘an act to 
better define the boundaries of Sierra coun- 
ty,” &c.,—very innocent in its ‘pretensions, 
and no doubt appeared to Sierra county to 
be eminently just and proper. The same 
act also transferred to Sierra county, all the 
delinquent taxes which had been levied by 
our officers, but which, through the interfer- 
ance of Sierra's officiousness, as much as by 
any other reason, had not been collected. 

This was all done at a time when Plumas 
county was burdened with a large debt, and 
without Sierra’s assuming any portion of 
that debt, when the territory mentioned was 
added to that county. 

Though it was our ox that was being 
gored, and uni.ercifully gored at that, by 
yeur bull, Plumas county stood it without 
putting on any frille. Now, forsooth, when 
by your own mismanagement, you have com- 
pletely alienated the people of some five 
miles square of your territory, from the bal- 
ance of your county, and they, every man, 
woman and child of them, without any in- 
termeddling on the part of Plumas Co., de- 
sire to be anucxed to us, and the Legislature 
gratifica that desire, or in other words, when 
you discover that it is your ox that is recciv- 
ing a slight punch from our ordinarily in- 
offensive animal, ‘a change comes o'er the 
spirit of your dream.” That which was in 
an aggravated form so just and proper 4 
year or 80 ago,: has now, in a mild but re- 
versed position, become a fraud, an outrage, 
crying, not exactly to Heaven, but to the 
Supreme Court of this State for correction. 

The Board of Supervisors of Sierra Co., 
do not recognize any division of that coun- 
ty by the last legislature, and will proceed 
to collect taxes accordingly, eh ? Sage con- 
clusion! What do you propoge to do? Blow 
your bugle, sound your hew-gag, beat your 
buzzy wuzzy, call out the Sierra county mi- 
litia (?) and sqnelch Alturas, and Plumas.

In this issue we publish the Registry Act, 
which was passed by the Legisfiture at its 
last session. It is one of those sweeping Icg- 
islative enactments, which effects every na- 
tive and foreign bern and elected citizen in 
this State, who is declared entitled to vote 
at all elections to be held in this State, by 
Sec. 1, of article 2-of the Constitution of the 
State of California, — 

To say that this law is unwieldy, cumber- 
some, oppressive, and in many instances will 
be sure to work injustice, is but expressing 
our disapprobation of the law in mild terms. 

But since it is the law we must live under 
it, and act under its requirements until it is 
modified or repealed, in a legitimate way, 
and for that reason, we would urge all vo- 
ters to study its provisions, become familiar 
with its requirements, and by all means at- 
tend to having their names. properly regis 
tered, so that when the time comes they can 
have a say asto who shall be their officers, 
and who shall make laws for them. , 

If this law, as we fear it will, should prove 
to be burdensome and unjust, the people 
have it in their own power to elect men ‘to 
the next legislature, who will secure its 
modification or repeal, and while sach is 
th> case, no free people can ever suffer long 
under unjust or oppressive laws. 

In fact it has been justly remarked by a 
wise writer, that no free people ever Jost any 
of their legitimate rights, so long as they 
had sufficient public virtue left to entitle 
them to retain their liberties, This saying 
may well be regarded as a political axiom, 
for whenever a free people loose any of their 
inalicnable birth-rights, through careless- 
ness, inattention or lack of vigilance, they 
are no longer fit to enjoy the blessings of 
liberty. One of the greatest and wisest of 
the founders of our government “handed 
down to us as the watchword, “eternal vig- 
ilance is the price of liberty.” 

But enough. Let us proceed to examine 
some of the provisions of this intricate and 
conglomerate Registry Act. The provisions 
of Section 8 might possibly answer for a 
fixed and permanent population, but cer- 
tainly ought never to be applicd to the no- 
madic mining population of this State. 

By the provisions of Section 5, a heavy 
expense is cutailed on each county in the 
State, all of which will have to come out of 
the pockets of the tax payers. 

Section 6, we believe to be in conflict 
with Art. 2. Sec. 1 of the Constitution of 
this State, as this section requires a citizen 
whose certificate of naturalization has been 
lost or destroyed, to prove that he has resi- 
ded at least one vear in thé State before he 
can be registered, whereas, that clause of the 
Constitution only requires a residence of six 
months to entitle a citizen to acquire the 
right to vote at any election, and moreover, 
it requires a property qualification to en- 
title a party's witnesses to credence. Let us 
suppose a casc: A naturalized citizen knows 
of a man here in Quincy, who owns a house, 
and is aware that that man can testify that 
heisa citizen of the Umted States. He 


comes over one evening, stes his acquaint: | 


ance, who promises to go with him the next 


morning to the Clerk's office, and testify for | 


him. That night his friend's house burns 
down; the next morning he cannot testify 
because he is no longer a houscholder.— 
(There is no real ownership of public lands 
vested in individuals.) Query: Who is the 
witness, the house or the citizen? Is the 
man who was so unfortunate as to loose his 
house, no longer to be believed under oath? 

The unconstitutionality of this unjust act 
is still more apparent in the requirements of 
Section 7. when it requires proof of residence 
for sifteen years in the United States and 
Jice years in this State. us 

The fact is, (npart from what we conceive 
to he its unconstitutionality), this portion of 
the law re-enacts the most obnoxious and 
proscriptive features of the old Know Noth- 
ing doctrine towards naturalized citizens. 

In short, it isa law which ‘whould never 
have disgraced the statute books of this 
State. Suspicion, moroseness, and a total 
dis' elicf in the honesty of mankind per- 
vades the whole law. Even native born 
citizens might easily be deprived of their 
right of franchise under this law, at the 
whim of an officer who would require them 
to prove their nativity. Whilst reading the 
law, we almost wondered why its author 
did not make it requisite for each man who 
claimed to be a native born citizen, to pro- 
duce the evidence of his father, mother, and 
the mid-wife, to prove that he was a native- 
born citizen. 

But absurd as the law is, Wevare all bound 
by its requirements as long as it remains un 
repealed, unless it should, (a3 we believe it 
will) be veclared unconstitutional by the 
Supreme Court, and hence, let no citizen 
neglect to get registered before the next 
election.

San Francisco, May 25, 1866. 


Mr. EpitTor: 

Whoever you may be, I can- 
not do otherwise than acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of your paper of the 19th inst., and 
although it is not as closely printed as some 
of our city prints, yet. every item contains 
matter of interest to one, once a sojourner 
in your pleasant valley. What reminiscen- 
ces, most of them pleasant, does the perusal 
of your mountain sheet bring to mind! 
What recollections gather in my brain as I 
trace events from the day I first entered your 
valley, weary and sore from the dat ratte- 
dest (as Gen. McDonald would say,) buck- 


ingest mule that ever grew, and: arranged | 


for a night's repose in the old log house up- 
on the lot since made vacant by the ravages 
of fire. Tracing from then, 1856, down to 
186-, how well I remember how proud we 
all were of our healthy little valley in the 
mountains. What if the snows of winter 
did shut off communication with the world 
below, and letters and papers reached us 
but once‘in two weeks or a mopth; we read 
and conned them with a greater. zest, and 
| with more attention, and really posted our- 
selves better on matters of national and 
State interest than most of those who live 
with these luxuries—if I may so term them— 
constantly about them. And dit we not 
have our winter frolics? and, after all, in 
the vigor of life, which the clear air o 
American Valley always gives, did we not 
enjoy ourselves as keenly as the denizens of 
more thickly populated scttlements ? and as, 
perhaps, some friend from Rich Bar, that 
oughtn’(t), (no offence to Tom Orton), or In- 
dian Valley, or Nelson Point, or Hopkin's, 
would come to town in early spring. to 
serve out the sentence of Byers, or Chambers, 
in jury duty, did we not get up our little 
jovial times, that when they left it might be 
with as good an opinion of the “ Quincy 
clique” as possible? Poor we might have 
been, but we had warm hearts. Do you re- 
member our screnades, no matter what the
